began waving the little red book 
of Maos duoations and 'shouting 
that Teng was a traitor.， Her 
words coOuld be heard over the 
loudspeaker carrving the Presi- 
derit s speech，and Carter had to 
raise his voice to be heard over 
hers. As Secret Service officers and 
police .came to .haul her off， 
another man identified as _ Keith 
Kozinoto， 28、 began shouting 
“Down with Teng HSsiao-Dring 
Both haxve been accredited as 
journalists ith the Workers Press 
Service and Were described as 
Iniembers of aa leftist group 
obposed to Chinas modernization 
Policy 

Teng appeared calm and com- 
Dosed: during the outburst， 了 His 
wife Cho Lin seemed startled. 
Mrs，Carter said later she was 
frightened. Carter asked Teng 
after the ceremonv whether he 
had been disturbed and Teng- 
replied that he had not been. At 
the end of the ceremonv Carter、 
Teng and their Wives returned to 
the White House and emerged on 
the baleony Where Temng greeted 
onlookers and shook Carters hand 
vigorously.

Iowa Governor Offers 
Refuge to Boat People

AN FRANCISCO 一 On Jan- 
uarv 17. Governor Robert Rav of 
Iowa wrote to President Carter to 
informna him that the State of Iowa 
will resettle an additional 1.500 
Indochinese refugees in the com- 
ing vear，His letter stated that 
Tecent mews accounts of “the 
tragic Dlight of refugees fleeing 
Communist rule in Indochina, 
stories of the drowning of more 
than 400 innocent people off the 
coast of Malavsia，and ”Ed Brad- 
levs moving documentarv on the 
boat people ”convinced hinm that 
action is Decessary to Prevent 
further suffering and loss of life.” 

Rav bointed out to Carter that 
Iowa has had considerable success 
with previous refugees from 
Southeast Asia Over 1.400 
ethnic Thai Dam refugees from 
Laos, He attributed this success to 


careful planning. Unlike else- 
wjliere，the Iowa state Sovern- 
ment itself was the Primary 


agency for resettling the refugees， 
划 though many voluntarv agen- 
cies within Iowa were also 
involved， 

Rayv Said the state governnient 
made sure that "everv refugee haq 
asSDOnSOT and lodging arranged 
before we gave approval for hina 
to come to the state from a camD 
in Asia， After the refugees 
arrived.、 “we endeavored to _ find 
embDlovment for all of them by 
careful coordination with

State Jobs Service.” 
GRATIFYING 
The results are what Rav 


describes as“gratifving.”In par- 
ticular he mentions， “We have 
had almost no， refugees on 
welfare，almost evervone has a 
regular job and over one-third 
DoOwW own their own homes.” 
Above all. this humanitarian act 
Was accombplished “without any 
disruption to our local economy.” 

In addition to writing to Carter 


cOnCerning his plans，Rav uirged 
all of his constituents to Open their 
hearts to the unfortunate refugees， 
He-enmbhasizeq that manw Iowans 
”would not be in America todav 证 
their immigrant forefathers had 
been deniedq entrv to the country.” 
GOVERNORS 

Ravs efforts are not limited to 
the State of Iowa He also plans to 
contact his fellow governors to 
rwe thenm to action vvithin their 
own states to helh alleviate the 
problem of refugees from _ South- 
east Asia. 

Rav sunms up his attitude、and 
the attitudes of Iowans in gener- 
al、in the statement,“Iowa is not 
onl' a state in the heart of the 
nation、but also a state with aa 
ieartE 

As for the resettlement schednule-. 
David Oman，、，Ravs administra- 
tive assistant、 infornmed 天 csty 
West that the Iowa state agemcies 
are already looking for sponsors 
and jobs for the new refugees，He 
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Peace and Happiness 


As the Chinese American community rings in the 
lunar year 4677，we wish the new year w 刘 l bring us 
peace and happiness.

We know the destruction and the 
senselessness of war. We hopethe new Asian policy of 
the US will bring peace， 

The Chinese American community has long been 
plagued by its own divisiveness and distrust of one 
another. We feel that so long as China as a nation 
remains divided, this divisiveness will continue to be 
reflected in our community. On the surface,， Chinese 
Americans who have no stake in Chinas political 
future, have no preference as to whether there is one， 
two，or ten Chinas， But for the sake of Chinese 
American unity，we would like to see the two sides 
call off their civil war and end the family quarrel. 
Peace worldwide coupled with peace at the 
community level would indeed fill the Chinatowmns 
with happiness，
